Joseph & Denver City Railroad to Fort Kearney, 
on the Union Pacific. The new freight tariff to 
San Francisco, adopted for the new route, will

The rates are as follows: First-class, $35; 
second-class, $3; third-class, $2.75; fourth-

Swing will unquestionably leave theSChurch to 
which he is attached rather by association than 
by creed, in order to get ridef the trouble and 
worry of a continual trial, and also, possibly, to 
avoid the conviction which would be almost in- 
evitable were he.brought before the less 
liberal ministers composing the Synod of 
Northern ‘Illinois.

The backwardness of the season and the un- 
usually unpleasant weather bas interfered with 
and delayed, to some exteut, the resumption of 
spring business ; and there are those who, not 
informed of the actual facts, assume and .cry 
out that the general trade of the city was never 
so dull.

The old custom of the grain trade of Chicago 


trade was practically suspended. The receipts 
by rail during the winter went into warehouse, 
and remained there until spring. In the first 
few weeks of spring, there was s demand for 
vessels, freights were liberal, and tleets of ves- 
sels took their departure. The railroads leading 
to Chicago resumed their business, and began 
hauling grain to the city, and this was kept up 
steadily until navigation closed. But four or 
five years ago this grain business experienced a 
slight modification. The first season there were 
a few and occasioral shipments during the 
winter by rail; the next season the prac- 
tice was increased, including flourand meats ; 


of Western products was continuous. The ex- 
tent of this business is easily shown. During 
the year ending Aug. 1, 1873, there was received 
in Chicago 17,528,585 bushels of wheat; since 


29,463,869 bushels. From Aug. 1 to Dec. 1, 1878, 
we received 18,928,412 bushels, or 1,500,000 
bushels more than in tbe preceding twelve 
months. Notwithstanding these extraordinary 
receipta, there is now but little more wheat in 
warehouse in this city than there was s year 
ago. This shows that all the railroads leading 
to Chicago bave been hauling wheat in immense 
quantities during the entire winter, and that 
during that same period we have been shipping 
it to the East by the same means of transporta- 
tion. Instead of the “ season’’ of shipment be- 
ginning with the opening of navigation, it has 
not been suspended at all, but has-continued 
uninterrupted. In addition to this, the ship- 
ments of wheat from points west of Chicago, by 
through lines and not passing through store in 
thie city, have been also unusually large. \The 
trade in pork, lard, and meats has been fully up 
with that of last year,—the sale of cut-meats ag- 
gregating so, far in this week about 2,250,000 
pou nds, 

From this single item it will be seen that there 
has been a continuous trade going on during the 
entire winter; that the crops have been kept 
moving, and that more money has passed into 


did before in the same months. The farmers 
have not only shipped more grain and stock, but 
have received much larger prices, than the aver- 
age of several preceding years. The result is that 


for crops sold during the winter than was ever 
before known in the history of the grain ‘rade. 
All this business, covering many millions of 
dollars, has been dove without any special noise 
or bustie, but as a matter of course. 

There have been large sums of money from 
all parts of the West here in Chicago for 
investment; the aggregate amount has been 
larger than in any preceeding year. The own- 
ersof this money have carefully avoided all 
speculative investments, and the class of securi- 
ties they have demanded has been the very best. 
There has been no lack of money here seeking 
investments of a substantial character; any 
person with first-class securities has been able 
to get allthe accommodation needed; nor bas - 
there been any difficulty in getting loans on im- 
proved, real estate well located. The fact 
is that the howling for more money, 
and the outcry against the severity of 
the market, have been confined exclusively to 
those entangled in the wide-spread speculation, 
and to those whose credit has been expanded to 
the uttermost tension, and who have not an ad- 
ditional rag of security to offer. As we have 
said, in some branches of the retail trade the 
prolonged cold weather has mado some differ- 
ence, but other branches have enjoyed a corre- 
sponding benefit. The immense shipments by rail 
during the winter have diminished the demand 
for lake freights. The winter sales of our whole- 
sale establishments have not in the least dimin- 
ished, the sales showing an increased amount of 
goods sold. The interior having more money 
than usual at this season, the general trade has 
been aided by this circumstance. The only strik- 
ing difference ia the trade is that the general re- 
ceipts and shipments of wheat, which hitherto 
have been more or less crowded into the early 
weeks of spring, have been anticipated by the 
continuous receipts and shipments by rail dur- 
ing the winter.

WISCONSIN RAILROADS. 

We print this morniag a letter of Albert Keep, 
President of the Chicago & Northwestern Rail- 
way Company, and a full abatract of a letter from 
Alexander Mitchell, President of the Milwaukee 
& St. Paul Railroad, to His Exceilency William R- 
Taylor, Governor of the State of Wisconsin, set- 
ting forth the reasons why the Directors of those 
Companies have come to the conclusion that they 
cannot operate the roads under the schedule 
named in two acts of the Wisconsin Legislature 
relating to railways, approved on the lith and 
12th of March last, and which went into effect 
day before yesterday. The act approved on the 
11th is the one to which most objection is found. 
It is entitled an act ‘‘ relating to railroads,express 
and telegraph companies in the State of Wis- 
consin,” and divides all the railroads in that 
State into three classes, to be known respect- 
ively as Class A, Class B, and Class©. The 
Chicage & Northwestern Railroad, of which Mr. 
Keep is President, belongs to Class A. This 
class is limited to a compensation of 8 cents per 
mile for the transportation of any person, with 
weight ; charge for children under 12 to be only 
one-half of the charge for adults. It is pro- 
hibited to charge for carrying grain more than 6 
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then, and up to this time, we have received | 


rights of the stockholders. If the Wisconsin 
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sengers are forfeiture of all right to receive any 
compensation whatever for the service rendered. 
It is declared to be a misdemeanor for any agent 
of any railway or other corporation mentioned 
in the. act to refuse to receive for transporta- 
tion over the railroad for which he is agent any 
article at the rate prescribed by the act; and 
every agent so refusing toaccept freight at these 
rates, Or who violates or attempts to violate or 
evade the provisions of the act, subjects himself 
to pay « fine not exceeding $200 for each offeuse. 
Besides all of this, the injured party has a right 
of action against the railway company or its 
agent. 

The Directors of the Chicago & Northwestern 
declare that, if this law is to be enforced, they 
cannot continue to the road. The letter 
of Mr. Keep, which we publish, is a dignified, 
temperate, business-like document, It cannot 
be doubted that railway companies have, in cer- 
tain parts of the country, been guilty of extor- 
tion, and that when there is no competition be- 
tween them—and there rarely is—-they need close 
watching, But then whateveris done in this 
direction must be done wisely. In Wisconsin 
the State has reserved to itself the right at any 
time to annul or modify the franchises of corpo- 
rations. The act above referred tois, therefore, 
no violation of the Constitution of Wisconsin, 
unless.it can be shown that it is virtually an act 
to confiscate the property of the railway com- 
panies, or to deprive citizens of their lawful pos- 
session without compensation, and without ‘‘ due 
process of law.” The companies claim that to op- 
erate the roads under the schedule named in the 
acts would subject them to heavy losses, and, 
rather than undergo these, they propose to stop 
doing business. They have, ag we bave already 
informed the public, consulted some of the best 
legal talent in the country, and are now acting 
under the advice of such men as Judge Curtis, 
William M. Evarts, and G. F. Hoar. 

If the Chicago & Northwestern Company can 
show, as Mr. Keep is confident they can, that 
the rates fixed by the law are 30 per cent less 
than those made now by the Company; that 
it takes 70 per cent of their gross earnings to 
operate the roads; that to reduce the rates 
charged by them hitherto would be to leave the 
interest on their bonded debt unprovided for, to 
say nothing of a surplus for dividends ; that the 
act is covert confiscation and. certain ruin to 
them, it will be impossible to hold the act con- 
stitutional or just. Before rates can be pre- 
scribed for a railroad, investigation must be made 
into the cost of operating the road and into the 
extent of its liabilities. It is not reasonable to 
suppose that figures taken at hap-bazard 
by men not acquainted with the cost of running 
a railway can constitute a fair freight tariff. 
It is asserted that the Wisconsin legislators 
never requested the railway managers to accord 
them any information relating to the operation 
of the roads, and that, therefore, the rates 
adopted by them are entirely arbitrary. Such 
procedure was certainly neither statesmaniike 
nor businesslike, since, as Mr. Keep says, “* with- 
eut such knowledge it is impossible to fix 
an equitable tariff.” Mr. Mitchell's argument is 
to the effect that the Milwaukee & St. Pau! Rail- 
road was constructed as cheaply as possible, has

Legislature failed to do this,as the railroads 
claim, it may be necessary to revise the tariff in 
the interests of justice. But there will enter 
into the investigation the question wheth-r the 
railroads are not now paying interest and divi- 
dends on watered stock and indebtedness. Ali 
that can be expected from the people is*that 
they shall pay sfair profit on actual invest- | 
ments and economical management. If the new | 
Wisconsin tariff fails to provide for this, the 
railroads can unquestionably foree a revision. 
But 1¢ is not probable that they can ever again 
demand prices that will yield dividends on wa- 
tered stock. All this is to be tested in the Wis- 
consin contest, which may now be said to be 
fairly inaugurated. Though the rajhoads are in

POLITICAL EFFECTS OF THE VETO. 
The country has slready seen some of the ef- 
fects of the President's veto of the bill for the 
inflation of the currency. There are other effects 
sure to follow, but it will take some little time to 
develop them. On the business of the country 
this settlement of the currency question, for 
the present at all events, cannot but have s 
good influence. Business mep, bankers, bor- 
rowers aad lenders of money, now feel certain 
that the currency will not be increased in yol- 
ume, sad, therefore, their operations will not, 
they know, be carried on entirely in the dark. 
‘Hence, action will take the place of inaction in 
business. On the credit of the country 
the President's acting has been beneficial. It 
has shown that the people of the United States 
do not intend openly or covertly to repudiate 
their debt. 

The most palpable effect, however, of the veto 
will be seen in its influence onthe political parties | 
of the couatry. President Grant’s last message 
was the death-warrant not only to the Senate 
bill ; it waa, in all probability, the death-warrant 
of existing political parties. It threatens not 
only the unity of the Regublican party, 
but of the Democratic, for neither 
Democrats nor Republicans are agreed 
among themselves on the currency ques- 
tion, Gen. Grant, a Republican President, 
is already at loggerheads with « powerful fac- 
tion of the Republican party, and the party is 
divided. There are inflationist Republicans 
and anti-inflationist Republicans, and, unless & 
compromise can be effected between them, the 
party is hopeleesly ruined. Republican leaders 
see this, and hence the efforts making to effect 
® compromise on the question of the currency. 
It us very doubtful, however, whether any meas- 
ure can be devised which will satisfy both infla- 
tioniste and anti-inflationists. What the infla- 
tionists desire is more greenbacks immediately.
